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MEDICOFILM SERVICE 


In previous issues of the Current List of Medical Literature reference to 
Medicofilm Service has been made only once. It is, however by the combination 
of the List with the Service that the needs of research workers are to be most 
completely satisfied. Although practically everyone engaged in research has ac- 
cess to a certain number of journals, only a very few are privileged to consult 


@ considerable part of the original literature. 


Microfilm copies of research papers have two principal uses, On the one 
hand they bring to those engaged in experimental research the occasional perti- 
nent contributions which could not otherwise be obtained. On the other hand 
they enable the investigator who is making a systematic study of a given sub- 
ject to assemble for examination the reports scattered throughout the entire 
literature. They provide a far more convenient means for the simultaneous con- 
sultation of numerous contributions than is possible by assembling the bound 
and unbound volumes containing them. They enable one to arrange the contribu- 
tions for study in any particular order that may be desired and to rearrange 
them later in accordance with other phases of the problem. After having been 
used they may be filed for future reference and for the verification of impor- 
tant details. 


Since journal articles are usually short, microfilm copies will rarely be 
longer than some six to eight inches, If they are longer they may be cut in two 
or more pieces. The short strips of film can be most conveniently kept by at- 
taching them with clips to sheets of paper. On these one writes such notes, as 
are ordinarily needed to identify and recall the salient features of the article. 
The paper sheets with the microfilm attached may then be filed in envelopes, or 
otherwise, and will supplement one's personal collection of reprints, pamphlets 
and notes. Since the number of microfilms in such collection is usually far less 
than the number of printed papers, the small microfilm viewer mentioned in the 
January 8th (No.2) issue of the Current List will usually be all that is needed 
for reading them, For those using large numbers of microfilms a projector will be 
found advantageous.
